General Information 


Packaging 


All our rose bushes are hardy, two year old, field grown roses and all 
plants have bloomed in the nursery row. They are budded on Rosa 
Multiflora Japonica, which our experience has proved to be the hardi- 
est of understock. The roses have been grown by experienced men — 
dusted, fertilized and cultivated according to the best methods that 
experience and modern plant science can provide. They are care- 
fully graded and stored in scientifically controlled warehouses, under 
constant observation until time for packaging. We guarantee that 
we will ship a live healthy plant, true to name and up to grade. 
Beyond this, we can assume no responsibility since a rose is, after all, 
a living thing. We further believe that with reasonable care the 
plant will live and bloom. 


Information 


All Burr roses are individually waxed to help prevent moisture loss 
and are then packaged in moisture-retaining peat moss to keep the 
roots fresh while the plants are in transit and on display. It is sug- 
gested that this peat be thoroughly mixed with the earth when the 
rose is planted to improve soil condition. Roses are packed twelve 
(12) of a variety to a carton, except that the boxed roses will be 
packed twenty-four (24) to a carton.

TO SELL 


Give packaged roses and shrubs and trees a 
prominent spot in your advertising. The power- 
ful appeal of living plants builds profitable 
traffic. 


Give your packaged plants a front-of-the-store 
location. The eye-catching silver and gold wrap- 
pers and the promise of beautiful blooms create 
an irresistible desire to buy. Unless your cus- 
tomers get a really good look at them, you will 
lose many dollars worth of impulse sales. 


And remember, every purchase of plants makes 
a prospect for tie-in sales of plant food, fertil- 
izers, sprays, dusts, insecticides, etc. Up your 


TO DISPLAY 


Mass your packaged plants together. They’ll 
make a dramatic display. Plants do best in a 
cool location. If at all possible, provide cover 
for your display to protect both packages and 
plants from the weather. Raised displays will 
also increase your sales since it has been proven 
time and time again that customers prefer not 
to bend down to examine stock. Hang a large 


profits still more by suggesting the extra beauty 
of plants in several different colors. With roses, 
for example, always present the idea of a rose 
garden. With shrubs suggest the glamour of a 

variety of shrubs to give color all season long. 


It’s surprising the number of people who do not 
know about the wonderful flexibility of roses.

TO ANSWER QUESTIONS 


1. Why are the canes of the rose 
bushes coated with wax? 


ANSWER: The retaining of moisture is prob- 
ably the most important require- 
ment for healthy growth on a newly 
planted rose bush. Application of 
a protective wax coating helps seal 
in the moisture so that prompt root 
action will develop. 
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2. Will roses bloom more than once 
during the season? 


ANSWER: Nearly all present day roses in com- 
mercial production will continue 
to bloom during the season. How- 
ever, the amount of bloom varies 
considerably during certain periods 
depending on temperature, rainfall, 
nutrition, etc. 


HOW TO ANSWER QUESTIONS (cont.) 


4. How often and by what method 
should plants be watered? 


ANSWER: At planting time roses and shrubs 
require as an absolute minimum 


3. Should roses and shrubs be given 
a plant food at the time of plant- 
ing? 


ANSWER: If adequate soil preparation has 


been made, we recommend that no 
fertilizing be done until four to six 
inches of new growth has been 
attained. If soil if poor, modest 
applications of a balanced com-. 
mercial fertilizer, such as 5-10-5, 
may be applied provided that spe- 
cial care is taken to avoid contact 
of fertilizer with root system of 
plant. 


the application of a ten quart 
bucket of water poured directly 
into the hole. In the absence of rain 
or in dry localities, supplemental 
watering should be made at least 
twice weekly and this should con- | 
sist of a thorough soaking applied 
slowly and to the ground beneath 
the plant rather than to the foliage. 
If the season is rainy, additional 
watering may prove unnecessary 
and even harmful. 


6. Should roses or shrubs be pruned 
at the time of planting? 


ANSWER: Very definitely, yes. 


5. What is a two year old field 
grown rose bush? 


ANSWER: All Burr roses have been grown in 


the field for two full growing sea- 
sons and have already bloomed in 
the nursery row. 


7. What is a patented rose? 
ANSWER: A patented rose is the creation of 


a rose hybridizer who has devel- 
oped a variety sufficiently new and 
distinct from any other rose that 
the Plant Patent Office has granted 
him an exclusive patent for a period 
of seventeen years. A typical pat- 
ented rose may be the result of 
thousands of crosses before a plant 
is found remarkable enough to war- 
rant the issuance of a patent. 
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8. What 
ANSWER: 


It is very necessary to cut off all 
canes of rose bushes to about eight 
inches at time of planting. If not 
done, the long canes will demand 
too much food from the roots and 
be an excessive strain on them dur- 
ing the critical weeks when the 
plant is getting used to its new 
location.
